£2,000 reward in 
hunt for suspect 

A £2,000 reward has been offered to catch 
the prime suspect in the murder of 24-year- 
old Mansoor Mahmood in Brierley Hill. 

A manhunt was launched after Mr 
Mahmood was stabbed. Niron Parker-Lee, 
19, has been named as the prime suspect 
and the public has been warned that he 
is dangerous. Mr Mahmood was knifed at 
4.45pm in High Street on October 15. 

Charity Crimestoppers is offering the 
reward for information that leads to a con¬ 
viction.

“THEY are the few items she 
has got that were her fa¬ 
ther’s.” 

The words of Karen Cotterill, whose 
94-year-old mother has been left 
heartbroken after two First World 
War medals, which were awarded to 
her father, were stolen during a raid 
on her home in Stourbridge. 

The great-grandmother was left devastated 
after burglars took the medals, which hung in 
a frame in her dining room. They even took the 
soldier’s photograph. 

Her father Arthur Hogbin died when she 
was just two-years-old, so the medals were very 
special to her. Her daughter Karen Cotterill 
said: “She was shaken, upset and angry. She 
has got no memories 
of him. The photo and 
the medals were pride 
of place. 

“We’re all really 
upset. How can people 
take medals? They are 
probably worth about 
30 quid. You can get 
replacements but it 
wouldn’t be the same.” 

A pocket watch, car¬ 
ried by Mr Hogbin dur¬ 
ing the war, was also stolen along with an 18ct 
gold ruby and diamond engagement ring and a 
watch, which was a birthday present from her 
late husband. 

Sad 

Mrs Cotterill, 62, has now called on whoever 
stole them to return them. 

She said: “I want them for mum’s peace of 
mind, if they could leave them somewhere, an¬ 
ywhere they could be found. They are the few 
items she has got that were her father’s. For 
them to be stolen is very sad.” 

Mr Hogbin was awarded the British War 
Medal and Allied Victory Medal in recognition 
of his service during the First World War. He 
was a volunteer who served in Greece with The 
Royal East Kent Regiment and later lived in 
Smethwick and worked at Rolfe Street Baths. 

His daughter arrived home on November 3 
to find she had been burgled and the precious 
medals taken - just a week before Remem¬ 
brance Day. 

Police have launched an investigation and 
call on anyone with information to contact 
them on 101. Pc Drew Turner said: “We are de¬ 
termined to get these items back to the owner. 
The medals are of great sentimental value. She 
is desperate to have them returned.”

inquest opens into stabbing death 



Victim - Mansoor Mahmood 


AN INQUEST has opened into a man 
who was stabbed to death in Brierley 
Hill. 

Mansoor Mahmood, of Bague Walk, 
Brierley Hill, died in hospital after he 
staggered bleeding into a shop on Brier¬ 
ley Hill High Street just before 5pm on 
October 15. 

An inquest in Oldbury heard the 
24-year-old married man was a carer for 
his wife, Aisha Akhtar. 

Police last week revealed their prime 
suspect as 19-year-old Niron Parker-Lee. 
The charity Crimestoppers is now offer¬ 
ing a reward of up to £2,000 for infor¬ 


mation that leads to Parker-Lee’s arrest. 

Senior Coroner’s Officer Joanne 
Stokes told the inquest a provisional 
cause of death had been given as a stab 
wound to Mr Mahmood’s chest. A mur¬ 
der investigation is ongoing. 

She added that there were a number 
of witnesses still to be seen and a second 
post-mortem had been carried out. 

Coroner Zafar Siddique adjourned the 
inquest until December 19. 

Any sightings of suspect Parker-Lee 
should be reported to police immediately 
on 999. The public are warned not to ap¬ 
proach Parker-Lee. 



Big Sam will not face 
a police investigation 


DUDLEY-BORN former England 
boss Sam Allardyce will not be 
the focus of a criminal investi¬ 
gation into allegations of corrup¬ 
tion in football. 

Allardyce resigned as England man¬ 
ager following a sting operation by 
the Daily Telegraph in September, in 
which he was secretly filmed allegedly 
offering advice on how to circumvent 
rules on signing players. 

The City of London Police have launched 
a criminal investigation into material gath¬ 
ered by the newspaper but say no arrests 
have yet been made. 

A spokesman for the force’s Economic 
Crime Directorate confirmed Allardyce was 
not part of the investigation. 

The 62-year-old, who was born on the 
Old Park Farm estate and grew up a 
Wolves fan, said in a statement: “I welcome 
the confirmation that has come from City 
of London Police that I will not be the sub¬ 
ject of a police investigation. 

Confident 

“I was always confident that this would 
be the case as there was no evidence 
against me.” 

He added: “I would like to thank 
my friends and family who have stood 
by me during this difficult period. 
“The position of England head coach is the 
pinnacle of any English manager’s career 
and it was my dream job. 

“While I am sad that my tenure came 
to an end early, I am nonetheless proud to 
have been chosen to manage the England 
football team and hope that today’s con¬ 
firmation from the police will give me the 
opportunity to move on.” 

Allardyce had always strongly denied any 
wrongdoing but the controversy surround¬ 
ing the newspaper sting, and some other 
indiscreet remarks that were caught by the 
undercover reporters on a hidden camera, 
cost him his job with the national team 
after just 67 days. 

The Telegraph’s investigation also re¬ 
sulted in Barnsley’s assistant manager 
Tommy Wright being sacked by the Cham¬ 
pionship club after he was filmed accepting 
a £5,000 payment to apparently help the 
fake investment firm place players at the 
club.

Himley Hall 
park's dog 
ban is now 
permanent 

A DOG ban covering around a fifth of 
Himley Park is to be made permanent. 

Dudley Council faced a backlash from 
angry dog walkers over a decision to cre¬ 
ate a dog-free zone on a section of the 
popular site. 

However, following a consultation, 
council bosses said 78 per cent of 251 
people surveyed had backed the move 
and so the dog ban would stay for good. 

The authority said the ban was 
brought into to create an area for fam¬ 
ilies to enjoy themselves in an area free 
from dogs. That ban, which has been in 
place since February, covers the park’s 
main entrance to the West Gate, run¬ 
ning alongside the Himley Road. It cov¬ 
ers around a fifth of the park. The rest 
of the park is still available to walk dogs. 

But the changes have rankled with 
dog owners, many who have walked 
their pets on the park for years, and they 
demanded the ban be scrapped. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, planning 
and economic development boss, said: 
“We were prompted to introduce this 
dog free area in response to requests 
from park users who told us they felt 
uncomfortable bringing their families to 
the park because of concerns over dogs. 

“The dog free area provides all visitors 
to Himley Hall and Park the opportu¬ 
nity to enjoy the beautiful park and its 
surroundings at their leisure in an area 
they feel comfortable. 

“The survey results have made it quite 
clear that a majority of people are in fa¬ 
vour of the scheme and want the zone 
to be a permanent feature of the park.” 

Tonnes of steel 
crush man's legs 

A MAN suffered serious injuries after 
becoming trapped under several tons of 
steel on the back of a lorry in Dudley. 

The victim’s legs were crushed at an 
industrial premises on Deepdale Lane, 
Lower Gornal, at 1.45pm on Thursday. 

Fire crews used specialist lifting 
equipment to free the man, who is in his 
30s, and he was then taken to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

The air ambulance landed nearby but 
medics decided to take the man to hos¬ 
pital by road. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokeswoman Claire Brown said: “The 
man had sustained serious crush inju¬ 
ries to his legs and required advanced 
trauma care by ambulance staff and the 
doctor on scene to help treat and stabi¬ 
lise his condition.” 

Woman dies in 
Kingswinford fire 

AN ELDERLY woman died in a house 
fire in Kingswinford on Monday night. 

Emergency services were called to 
Catesby Drive, just before 11.30pm. 

Police said an elderly woman was 
found dead at the scene and her death is 
not being treated as suspicious.

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Homes and 
shops plan 
hits snag on 
brick firm 

PROPOSALS for a major housing and 
shops development have been delayed 
after concerns were raised because 
it’s near to a 200-year-old brickworks. 

The outline application for up to 
200 homes, shops, a gym and res¬ 
taurants off Stalling’s Lane in King- 
swinford, had been recommended for 
approval by Dudley Council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee. But fears 
that noise from existing business 
would result in complaints from the 
new residents has led to the decision 
being deferred for a site visit. 

The proposed development land is 
on the site of Ibstock Brick Ltd, and 
also close to Pensnett Trading Estate. 

Brick and tile firm Hinton Perry 
& Davenhill, is near to the site ear¬ 
marked for homes. 

Managing director Alex Pat- 
rick-Smith highlighted that Hinton 
Perry & Davenhill has been in exist¬ 
ence there since 1805. “We don’t want 
our business in the future to cause 
complaints,” he said. 

In a bid to alleviate potential issues 
over noise, it had been proposed that 
a 10 metre noise buffer been installed 
between Tansey Green Road and 
Stallings Lane. 

This was not enough to quash 
the concerns of committee member 
Councillor David Stanley, who said: 
“Hinton Perry & Davenhill have been 
there for 211 years. It is something 
we should be proud to have in our 
borough, and I’m not prepared to risk 
the future of this company by putting 
houses around it.” 


Vans are taken 
to steal copper 

BURGLARS used two stolen Dudley 
Council vans to steal copper from a 
factory in Kingswinford. 

West Midlands Police said its was 
investigating following the break-in 
at Clamason Industries. 

It took place at the metal manu¬ 
facturers in Gibbons Industrial Park, 
Gibbons Lane, overnight between 
Thursday and Friday. 

A force spokesman said: “Offenders 
have gained access to Clamason In¬ 
dustries and while inside have used a 
fork-lift truck to remove copper coils. 

“They then forced open a secure 
gate using the truck and loaded the 
coils on to two transit vans stolen 
from nearby premises.” 

The spokesman said the vans had 
Dudley Council livery on them.

Apartments to replace derelict pub

A PUB in Pensnett which has stood 
derelict for a decade will be demol¬ 
ished to make way for an apartment 
block. 

Dudley Council’s development con¬ 
trol committee voted unanimously in 
favour of the demolition of The Com¬ 
mercial Inn, at a meeting last week. 

The vacant 1930s pub situated on 
the corner of Bromley and Mullett 
Street, will make way for nine apart¬ 
ments with parking to the front and 
rear. 

The committee heard how the pub 
has been broken into and had become 


a target of vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour since being boarded up. 

A campaign by nearby residents saw 
around 1,500 people sign a petition, 
launched by the Corbyns Bromley 
Tenants and Residents Association, 
which called for the building to be 
redeveloped. Planning officers recom¬ 
mended the application be approved. 

Addressing the committee at the 
planning meeting, representative for 
the Brockmoor and Pensnett ward, 
Councillor Judy Foster said: “You 
can see from the photographs what 
an eyesore this current, derelict, com¬ 


mercial building is, and it has stood 
like that for 10 years. This application 
is very much supported by the over¬ 
whelming majority of residents.” 

During the ten years that the pub 
has been derelict, windows have been 
smashed and there have been multiple 
break-ins. 

Residents’ association member Mi¬ 
chelle Morgan said: “There have been 
a few people who have tried to sell 
their homes nearby and the people 
coming to view them have asked how 
the long the pub is going to be in that 
condition.” 


Parents back lollipop 
lady at school crossing 


CAMPAIGNERS have stepped up their 
opposition to Dudley Council’s plans to 
scrap school crossing patrols. 

A petition with nearly 10,000 signatures 
was handed in to the council and a protest of 
lollipop wardens and concerned schools and 
parents was due to take place outside Dudley 
Council on Tuesday this week. The consul¬ 
tation period came to an end last Thursday. 

Parents from Wollescote Primary School decided 
to join lollipop lady Kim Nicholls on the busy Brook 
Holloway at its junction of Wynall Lane to show 
their support. 

Parent and former councillor Abdul Qadus, who 
is standing for re-election to the school’s govern¬ 
ing committee, said: “Traffic comes down this way 
very quickly. Brook Holloway, Ordnall Road and 
Careless Green are all very busy roads. The lady 
from highways said that they are putting children’s 
safety as a priority but where in these plans is it a 
priority?” 

Dudley Council currently funds the school cross¬ 
ing service but say reductions in funding from 
Government has prompted a review in bid to save 
£395,000. The council’s proposals are for schools 
to instead fund the crossing sites which serve their 
pupils, while operation of the service would still be 
overseen by the local authority. 

Funds 

But Mr Qadus said that Wollescote Primary 
didn’t have the funds to put this in place. 

When the council’s consultation with schools 
came to an end, only 26 out of 123 invited to take 
part had responded. 

Schools were asked to rate options including end¬ 
ing the school crossing patrol completely; retain¬ 
ing a crossing patrol operated and managed by the 
council but costing schools an estimated £6,500 per 
crossing; or retaining a crossing patrol with staff 
who are directly employed and funded by schools 
with estimated fee of £1,500 payable to the council. 

Of schools that responded, 76.9 per cent put end¬ 
ing the provision completely as their last choice. 
The results of the consultation will go to full coun¬ 
cil in March. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for 
environmental services, last month said: I would 
remind people that it is a parent’s or guardian’s 
responsibility to ensure children arrive at school 
safely. The council does not have a statutory duty 
to provide the service. We will always take the 
safety of children very seriously. We have invested 
heavily in safer routes to schools which include 
fixed pedestrian crossing points.”

But many drivers have re¬ 
ported that the temporary lights 
aren’t working properly and long 
queues have formed throughout 
the week. 

Police were called out to the 
scene of the collision at the 
junction near Tesco Express at 
2.30am on November 9. 

Omari McCalla-Jones, aged 
26, of Windmill Crescent, Smeth¬ 


wick, has been charged with fail¬ 
ing to provide a specimen after 
the incident and is due to appear 
at Dudley magistrates’ court on 
November 26.

Death came after pork 
scratching got lodged

A MAN from Tipton died after 
choking on a pork scratching, 
just three weeks after getting the 
all-clear from lung cancer, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

James Bell, known as Jim to his family 
and friends, collapsed after going shopping 
in Dudley, on October 26. 

Black Country Coroner’s Court in Old¬ 
bury heard how a piece of food had become 
lodged in Mr Bell’s windpipe. This was be¬ 
lieved to be one of the pork scratchings he 
had just bought from a butchers shop. 

It caused the 75-year-old former chef to 
collapse near the Cousins furniture store, 
and hit his head. Paramedics attended and 
found him in cardiac arrest. He was taken 
to Russells Hall Hospital, but subsequently 
died. Senior coroner’s officer Stephen Bins- 
ley said: “CCTV from the scene was looked 
at by police. He is seen grabbing his chest, 
falling and unfortunately banging his 
head.” 

Hospital 

He continued: “There was an occlusion 
in the airway and they had to use some for¬ 
ceps to remove it. He also suffered from a 
head injury from the fall.” 

The coroner heard that Mr Bell had gone 
out shopping while his wife was busy doing 
housework, including a trip to the butchers. 

He left their home on Monins Avenue at 
around 10am, but when he hadn’t arrived 
back more than three hours later she called 
101 to report him missing. Paramedics had 
attended at around 11.30am. 

A post-mortem identified that Mr Bell 
died of a respirative obstruction by food. 
Coroner Mr Zafar Siddique concluded it 
was an accidental death. Mr Siddique said: 
“On the balance of probabilities he has 
eaten some pork scratchings and choked 
on the food.” 

Paying tribute to her husband, Alwyn 
Bell said: “He was the most easy-going 
bloke you could wish to meet. He was liked 
by everyone. A smashing guy.” 

The couple had been married for 53 
years, having first met at a rock ‘n’ roll 
dance when they were both in the RAF. 
They wed at St Boniface Church in Quin¬ 
ton, and had two sons, two grandchildren, 
and one great-grandchild. 

Mrs Bell said: “He was given the all clear 
he had beaten the cancer. We sat everyone 
down and told them, and I had never seen 
him cry before but he cried. We were look¬ 
ing forward to Christmas.”

CARING schoolchildren have been busy crafting 
handmade ceramic poppies in the run up to Remem¬ 
brance Day. 

Year eight pupils at the Wordsley School, Stour¬ 
bridge, were inspired by the famous poppy installa¬ 
tion at the Tower of London in 2014. 

Students and teachers at the school have now cre¬ 
ated about 1,000 poppies. 

Originally the school had planned to make 750 ce¬ 
ramic poppies to represent each pupil at Wordsley, 
but due to their hard work, the pupils managed to 
make even more. 

Assistant headteacher Maggie Lambert said: “The 
poppies are rather wonderful and have caught the at¬ 
tention of so many people when they’re walking up 
and down the school drive. 

“The students loved making them too - it’s not just 
about the enjoyment, but being part of something 
that is so beautiful and spectacular. 

“I think the pupils feel most proud of the fact that 
they’re part of something so wonderful and fitting. 

“The gravity that you feel when you’re at a remem¬ 


brance service is captured in the installation we’ve 
made and I’m sure parents will agree.” 

Mrs Lambert added: “We believe we have created a 
truly inspirational tribute to the fallen which rightly 
honours their memory.” 

Staff came up with the idea of the installation after 
brainstorming new ways to commemorate Remem¬ 
brance Day. 

“Remembrance is such an important aspect of our 
school and we wanted to show it the respect it de¬ 
serves,” she said. 

Art teacher Tony While came up with the idea of 
how to make the poppies, which are on both stems 
and wire, in order to make them look effective. 

Pupils made the poppies from single balls of clay 
resulting in each individual poppy being unique. 

The poppies are for sale with prices starting from 
£5 for the poppies with a stem or two for £3 for ones 
without. The poppies can be reserved and bought 
from the school office. 

All of the money raised from the poppy sales will be 
donated to the Royal British Legion. 


New smart 
cameras 
catch 4,000 
M6 drivers 

ALMOST 4,000 motorists were 
caught speeding along the M6 by 
cameras on the new smart motorway 
between Oldbury and the M54. 

The figures show that 3,916 speed¬ 
ing fines were issued over the 2014/15 
financial year and almost £200,000 in 
fines were dished out on the five-mile 
stretch of road between junction eight 
and 10a. Wolverhampton councillor 
Steve Evans said those motorists who 
speed through the zone risked the 
fines, adding ‘that’s the law’. 

The cabinet member for city envi¬ 
ronment said: “There was a parlia¬ 
mentary review which showed the 
existing places where they have these 
systems in place work very well. 

“When they are implemented in a 
safe way, using the laybys for break¬ 
downs, there is no issue for me. Speed 
limits are speed limits.” 

Walsall councillor Lee Jevons, port¬ 
folio holder for transport at Walsall 
Council, said: “Highways England 
and our engineers are working to¬ 
gether to reduce congestion along this 
route by carrying out major improve¬ 
ments to junction 10 of the M6. 

“The £64.5 million project will see 
new, widened bridges being built over 
the motorway, improvements to the 
motorway slip roads, installation of 
intelligent traffic signals, widening 
and modernisation of the nearby 
Bloxwich Lane junction and modifi¬ 
cation to the Black Country Route.” 

During the same 2014/15 period, 
more than 50,000 fixed penalties were 
issued across the UK, compared to 
2,023 in the same period in 2010/11. 

Delays follow 
blaze at yard 

PASSENGERS faced delays after a 
fire that started in a yard in Coseley 
spread to the railway embankment. 

The fire took place at around 
10.49am on Sunday November 6, in 
the yard of a commercial property on 
Bayer Street. The fire quickly spread 
to the nearby railway line, causing 
trains to travel at a reduced speed be¬ 
tween Coseley and Tipton. 

West Midlands Fire Service send 
one appliance and three firefighters to 
the blaze, which was put out just after 
noon. No-one was hurt in the fire and 
normal service resumed on the line 
shortly after the fire service left 

Meanwhile, Midland Metro users 
faced delays to and from Birmingham 
as a car got stuck on the line. 

The car became trapped on the line 
at Snow Hill Metro Station at around 
10.15am on Sunday and it took three 
hours to remove. 

The car had travelled around 100 
metres down the line and trams trav¬ 
elling to and from Birmingham had to 
terminate at St Paul’s while the crews 
were at work to clear it. 

West Midlands Fire Service con¬ 
firmed that they were called by Brit¬ 
ish Transport Police to help remove 
the car, which was wedged along the 
line.

Boy admits 
town centre 
knife attack 
on teenager 

A 14-year-old boy has admitted stab¬ 
bing an older teenager in the stomach 
during a confrontation in the centre 
of a Black Country town. 

The defendant pleaded guilty to 
wounding the 18-year-old with intent 
in Sedgley High Street on October 9. 

They boy, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, appeared before Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court last week. 

He further admitted having a knife. 

Mr Stanley Reiz, defending, told the 
court that the 14-year-old had written 
a letter for the consideration of the 
court in which ‘he apologises and ac¬ 
knowledges what he did’. 

The boy was remanded in custody 
to allow a report to be prepared on 
him by the Youth Offending Service. 

He is due to be sentenced on De¬ 
cember 2 when full details of the case 
will be outlined to the court. 

Judge John Wait told him: “You 
have pleaded guilty to very serious 
charges but you will have the maxi¬ 
mum amount of credit for having en¬ 
tered the pleas at this early stage.” 

The victim, who suffered a single 
stab wound, was airlifted to hospital 
in a critical condition after the at¬ 
tack at around 6pm but it was later 
reported that he was recovering well. 

The judge asked the prosecution to 
ensure there was a report on both the 
injury and its likely long term effects 
in time for the next hearing. 

A 15-year-old youth who was also 
arrested in connection with the 
stabbing was later released without 
charge. 

Closure date for 
activity centre 

A CLOSURE date has been an¬ 
nounced for an activity centre for the 
over 50s in the Brierley Hill area. 

The Age UK Springboard activity 
centre, based at The Waterfront, will 
close on December 22. 

The centre provides services for up 
to 700 people. Activities include ex¬ 
ercise classes, ballroom dancing, arts 
and crafts and photography. 

But the base will cease to function 
after £300,000 of funding was cut by 
Dudley Council in July. 

Devastated staff said they are ‘con¬ 
cerned’ for their huge client base who 
visit and benefit from the project. 

The centre has 53 staff and more 
than 300 volunteers who run health 
and wellbeing activities for those aged 
over 50. 

Creating space 
for more visitors 

EXTRA car parking spaces are to be 
created in Bewdley town centre to ca¬ 
ter for visitors. Load Street car park 
is set to be extended by as many as 
55 spaces on the site of the former li¬ 
brary and medical centre. 


Man trapped between tractor and bales 



Medics help after the farm accident 


A 21-year-old man had to be airlifted 
to hospital after being trapped be¬ 
tween an 8ft high bale of straw and a 
tractor, sustaining a leg injury. 

The incident happened in a field off 
Sugar Loaf Lane, Iverley, near Stour¬ 
bridge. 

An air ambulance, other medics, 
firefighters and police all rushed to 
the scene, and were able to free the 
man whose leg was trapped under¬ 
neath the large pile of hay. 

He required treatment at the scene 
and was put on a stretcher and given 
pain relief before being flown to 


Queen Elizabeth Hospital after the 
accident at around 2.15pm on Thurs¬ 
day 

A West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice spokesman said: “We can con¬ 
firm that we were called to a field in 
Sugar Loaf Lane shortly after 2.15pm 
on Thursday. 

Support 

“An ambulance, a paramedic area 
support officer, the trust’s Hazardous 
Area Response Team and the Mid¬ 
lands Air Ambulance from Cosford 
attended the scene. 


“Ambulance staff arrived to find a 
man, believed to be in his 20s, whose 
leg was trapped underneath a bale of 
hay. 

“Once freed, the man, who re¬ 
mained conscious throughout, was 
treated for a leg injury, immobilised 
and given pain relief before being air¬ 
lifted to Queen Elizabeth Hospital.” 

The ambulance service shared sev¬ 
eral photos of the incident on Twit¬ 
ter, which showed emergency staff 
gathered around the towering bales 
of straw. 


Three leisure centres 
could be replaced by two 


DUDLEY’S three main leisure cen¬ 
tres will close and be replaced with 
two new facilities, under proposals 
to save the borough council £1.7 
million. 

The plans involve leisure centres in 
Dudley, Stourbridge and Halesowen shut¬ 
ting down as council bosses say it would 
cost too much to repair them. 

Instead, two state-of-the-art new centres 
with swimming pools, gyms and badminton 
courts, would be built in the borough. 

The radical proposals form part of Dudley 
Council’s aim to save £25m over the next three 
years. 

Council chiefs will enter into discussions 
with staff but it is not yet known whether jobs 
will be cut. 

Council leader Pete Lowe suggested a 
shake-up of leisure centres was on the cards 
during the announcement of the authority’s 
budget proposals for 2017/18, when he said 
leisure provision needed to be suitable for the 
21st century. 

Now council bosses have decided to follow 
other parts of the Black Country, such as Wol¬ 
verhampton and Sandwell, in building new lei¬ 
sure centres. 

Slide 

Dudley Leisure Centre, on Wellington Road; 
Halesowen Leisure Centre, on Great Cornbow; 
and the Crystal Leisure Centre, on Bell Street, 
Stourbridge, with its distinctive yellow slide, 
would all go under the proposals. 

Bosses are believed to be looking at several 
sites across the borough for the new centres. 

The buildings would not close until the two 
new ones have been built but it means at least 
one town will no longer have its own leisure 
centre. 

Chiefs said the three centres were in des¬ 
perate need of repair and were struggling to 
compete with modern facilities elsewhere. No 
timescale has been given for when the new cen¬ 
tres will be built. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, Dudley’s cabi¬ 
net member for leisure, said: “These are excit¬ 
ing proposals being put forward and will totally 
transform how we deliver leisure facilities 
across the borough. 

“Staff work had to keep our current stock 
of leisure centres going but they face an uphill 
struggle to compete against privately-run facil¬ 
ities and spiralling maintenance costs.”

AN EXPERT at Dudley Zoo has 
received an award for his contri¬ 
bution to conserving British her¬ 
itage in a scheme backed by thea¬ 
tre mogul Lord Lloyd Weber. 

Carlo Diponio, construction su¬ 
pervisor at Dudley Zoo, was given 
the accolade because of his major 
contribution to restoring concrete 
Tecton buildings at the attraction. 

The Tectons were designed by 
Russian-born architect Berthold 
Lubetkin and are considered a 


significant development in 20th 
century architecture. 

Dudley Zoo has the world’s 
largest single collection of Tecton 
buildings. All 12 are listed and in 
2009 they were granted World 
Monuments Fund status, giving 
the same status as Machu Picchu 
and the Taj Mahal. 

In 2014 Heritage Lottery Fund¬ 
ing was granted to refurbish the 
structures, which include kiosks 
and enclosures. 


Mr Diponio said: “It’s an ab¬ 
solute pleasure to work on these 
buildings and hopefully it won’t 
stop here. 

“The more people that look at 
concrete buildings the way I did, 
the better.”

Only they aren’t, because in this age of 
instant communication, weighing up the 
pros and cons, and trying to understand 
the opposite point of view, is just too 
slow. Instead, the whole thing has gone 
tribal. People decide which side they are 
on the way they choose a football team, 
and they’ll stick to their guns through 
thick and thin. Woe betide anyone who 
takes the other side. 

Old friendships come to an abrupt end 
on so-called social media. Last week, 
somebody I vaguely used to know called 
for a sniper to take out Donald Trump. 
How can anybody get so worked up 
about politics? And another country’s 
politics at that. 

Maybe I’m out of date. But I can’t help 
but yearn for a bit of good old-fashioned 
apathy.

DESIGNING jackets for A-list ce¬ 
lebrities, 24,000 social media fol¬ 
lowers and a Liberty London exclu¬ 
sive collection - not bad for an art 
graduate who started out painting 
leather jackets in her bedroom. 

Elizabeth Isley, from Sedgley, now 
counts Kanye West and Kim Kardashi¬ 
an among her customers but the journey 
all began after she bought a £10 leather 
jacket from The Salvation Army in Dud¬ 
ley three years ago. 

The 21-year-old, who studied at Halesowen 
College, said: “I bought a leather jacket from 
The Salvation Army in Dudley and took it 
home but it was too big for me so I painted on 
it and used it as a wall decoration. I painted 
the words ‘I shave my legs for you’ and woke 
up the next day to thousands of Instagram fol¬ 
lowers including Rihanna.” 

Messages 

Elizabeth’s Instagram profile is where she 
regularly receives messages from her followers 
requesting their own specially-painted jackets. 

She graduated from Birmingham City Uni¬ 
versity with a degree in fine art. 

“Towards the end of my university course 
Liberty London got in touch and wanted to 
stock my leather jackets in the shop,” said 
Elizabeth. “I made 24 jackets, which sold out 
within six days, and now I’m scheduled to 
make 25 each month for them until February. 

“My nan hates it, she can’t believe Liberty 
would ever stock my art.” 

The creative juices flow and the magic hap¬ 
pens at her studio in Digbeth in Birmingham. 

She said: “I’m currently painting a jacket 
for Florence Welch of Florence + the Machine, 
her manager got in touch with my manager 
and stated that Florence loved the jackets and

wanted one of her own. I’ve also done four jack¬ 
ets for Kanye West, he got in touch asking for 
three for his daughter North West and one for 
his wife Kim Kardashian. He shipped over his 
own jackets and I painted Kanye West lyrics on 
them at his request.” 

She has also done some jackets for the band 
Slaves. She prides herself in being a feminist 
and litters her art and bespoke £500 leather 
jackets with feminist slogans. The creative 
journey began though after a relationship 
break-up and general everyday girl problems, 
using 42 square inch boards and leather jack¬ 


ets to scribble down her regrets and stories. 
Her website states that her art work features 
‘witty one-liners and honest nods to her own 
experiences in life with romance and everyday 
girl problems like eating a whole box of mini 
rolls and basking in loneliness’. 

But when her hands aren’t full of paint¬ 
brushes, Elizabeth models, take photos and is 
part of ‘GrlPwr Gang’, a group of women that 
work together to support women in the crea¬ 
tive industries and female empowerment, re¬ 
cently featuring on River Island’s social media 
accounts for a live Q&A. Music is also one of 


Elizabeth’s biggest inspirations, inspired by 
the punk era and her favourites Patti Smith 
and Courtney Love. She said: “I love the punk 
era from back in the day but all in all I just 
make what I want to wear. I walk around with 
painted and customised clothes as it’s just what 
I want to wear and other people must want to 
too.” New York is on the cards in February 
as Elizabeth has her own exhibition planned 
there. 

Her first solo exhibition, All My Mistakes in 
One Room, is at Moosey Art in Norwich until 
November 5.

ing back fast trains, not slow trams 


LAST month Mark Andrews correctly 
pointed out that Dudley ‘will continue 
to be the largest town in the country 
with no train link’ (Chronicle, October 
27). 

Totally unnecessarily, because for 
the last 50 years there has remained 
the site of Dudley railway station, 
well-used for about 100 years, and the 
65km double track main line railway 
safeguarded for the return of passen¬ 
ger trains. 

This month he wrote ‘while Bir¬ 
mingham receives its fourth city cen¬ 
tre railway station, the rail network 


for the Black Country remains a joke.” 
(Chronicle, November 3). How true. 

It’s got even worse. Our poorly in¬ 
formed councillors decided to build 
an ‘Innovation Centre’ on the site of 
Dudley railway station and to put a 
test track on 2km of the 65km between 
Stourbridge and Burton through the 
heart of the Black Country with its 1.3 
million population. 

Over the last 30 years, transport 
bosses and councillors have destroyed 
the following railway lines: 

Dudley to Wolverhampton; Dudley 
to Birmingham; Dudley to Halesowen 


via Netherton and Old Hill and on to 
Longbridge. 

Together we might be able to stop 
the 65km of missing Black Country 
link on the Worcester to Derby stra¬ 
tegic railway from having buildings - 
and from having loss-making, slow and 
very expensive to build bus-like trams 
on two short sections totalling 7km. 

It is far more sensible to reinstate 
the commuter and intercity trains on 
the full 65km for the same price as 
slow trams.

‘I couldn’t find my grandparents’ grave’

A CEMETERY in Sedgley has been 
branded “disgusting” by a resident as 
it is too overgrown and untidy to find 
his grandparents’ graves. 

Wayne Cox had tried to visit the 
graves at All Saints Church ceme¬ 
tery since returning from the Army. 
Instead he found rubbish, overgrown 
plants and smashed headstones. 

Mr Cox said: “When I first went to 
visit the cemetery I was totally and ut¬ 
terly disgusted with what I was faced 
with. Anyone can easily see that the 
maintenance and upkeep have been 
neglected for many years. 

“I could see the rubbish, beer cans, 


across the cemetery and as a human 
being I felt sick. I had no way of find¬ 
ing their graves as all the graves are 
covered.” 

He has since contacted local MPs 
and Dudley Council. 

Mr Cox added: “It’s my duty to look 
after their graves. I feel so disgusted 
that we’ve allowed this cemetery to 
get into such a state. We’ve now got a 
massive problem on our hands. This is 
going to be a mammoth task.” 

Ian Austin, Labour MP for Dudley 
North, said: “It’s terrible that the 
graveyard has been left to deteriorate. 
That’s why I have been working hard 


to support local families who want 
the graveyard cleared up, organising 
for the council to secure some of the 
collapsed graves and contacting the 
Youth Offending Team, Probation 
Service and War Graves Commission 
to put together a plan to get the entire 
area cleaned up.” 

Councillor Hilary Bills said: “We 
have improved access to the graves 
that are still tended to and ensured 
main paths and war graves are main¬ 
tained. 

“Like many other councils, we don’t 
get any additional resource to main¬ 
tain closed churchyards.”

woman who caused fatal 
road accident is jailed 


A WOMAN motorist has been 
jailed after she probably fell 
asleep at the wheel, causing 
an accident which killed a 
nurse from Stourbridge and 
seriously injuring his partner. 

Shirley Glover’s Volvo XC60 
veered onto the wrong side of the 
A450, near Kidderminster, smash¬ 
ing head-on into an MG3, killing 
driver Stuart Frost. 

Glover, aged 50, had failed to no¬ 
tify the DVLA that she suffered with 
obstructive sleep apnoea, a condition 
that can cause tiredness. 

She had been diagnosed in 2014 and 
was given medical advice to avoid driv¬ 
ing when tired. 

She should also have contacted the 
DVLA as her symptoms could affect 
her ability to drive safely but she failed 
to do so. 

She was jailed for two years and 
nine months at Hereford Crown Court 
after pleading guilty to causing death 
by dangerous driving and causing seri¬ 
ous injury by dangerous driving. 

Drowsiness 

The court heard how Glover, from 
Stourport, had left work early on 
March 21 as she was not feeling well. 

Despite having taken three prescrip¬ 
tion medicines that had warnings over 
drowsiness and driving vehicles, she 
got into her car to drive home. 

As she approached Shenstone on the 
A450, her vehicle crossed the white 
line dividing the carriageway and col¬ 
lided with the car driven by nurse Mr 
Frost. 

The crash happened between the 
Droitwich Island near Black Bridge 
and the Mustow Green Island, less 
than a mile from his parents’ home. 

Mr Frost was pronounced dead at 
the scene. His partner Emma, who was 
the front seat passenger, was taken to

hospital with multiple injuries. 

Crash scene investigators concluded 
that the collision was a result of Glov¬ 
er’s vehicle being on the wrong side 
of the road and believe she may have 
fallen asleep at the wheel. 

When Glover’s medical records were 
reviewed, investigators uncovered her 
undisclosed condition. 

Glover was banned from driving for 
five years and must pass an extended 


test before she is allowed back behind 
the wheel. 

Obstructive sleep apnoea is a condi¬ 
tion that can cause breathing to slow 
down or stop briefly during sleep. The 
knock-on effect can be feeling tired 
during the day. 

After the sentencing, Ian Crooks, 
from West Midlands Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service, said Glover had no right 
to be driving after taking so much 
medication and having a condition 
that made her prone to tiredness. 

He said: “This prosecution high¬ 
lights the consequences of failing to 
heed medical advice and to drive in 
circumstances where it may not be 
safe to so do. 

“Shirley Glover failed to follow these 
instructions. She was fully aware of 
her obstructive sleep apnoea, yet she 
still got behind the wheel of her car 
when feeling tired. 

Devastating 

“As a result Glover failed to control 
that vehicle. It then crossed the car¬ 
riageway and into the path of the on¬ 
coming MG3 being driven by Mr Frost. 

“The consequences of Glover’s fail¬ 
ure to control her vehicle were devas¬ 
tating. 

“Our thoughts are are very much 
with the family and friends of Stuart 
Frost.” 

Mr Frost, aged 42, was a former 
member of the RAF and of the Mili¬ 
tary Police. 

He had decided on a change of ca¬ 
reer and attended Worcester Univer¬ 
sity, where he achieved a first-class 
degree in nursing. During his time 
there he met his partner Emma. 

Mr Frost had started a new job 
shortly before his death, working with 
the home treatment team from Kid¬ 
derminster Hospital.

A REGENERATION mas¬ 
terplan in Dudley span¬ 
ning ten years came under 
the spotlight during a VIP 
visit. 

The decade-long plan to 
reshape Dudley is at the 
midway point with millions 
of pounds worth of invest¬ 
ment. A further £70m is 
in the pipeline as Dudley 
Council plans to work with 
partners on the next five 
years of the plan. 

Marcus Jones MP, 
Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government, was invited 
to meet MPs and council 
chiefs. 

He heard about the mil¬ 
lions of pounds the coun¬ 
cil has helped secure to 
develop the Castle Hill 
area. This includes the 
Very Light Rail innovation 
centre and increasing the 
number of visitors at Black 
Country Living Museum. 

Old factory

FOCUS ON DUDLEY TOWN CENTRE 


Work finally starts on North 
Priory community centre 


LONG-AWAITED work on a new communi¬ 
ty centre in Dudley is gathering pace - with 
councillors optimistic it will finally be open to 
the public by the spring. 

Latest images show how the North Priory Com¬ 
munity Centre site is shaping up after the scheme 
after having been dogged 


was given the go-ahead, 
by delays. 

Diggers have moved onto 
the site and begun clearing 
ground ready for the foun¬ 
dations to be laid. The cen¬ 
tre will take shape over the 
coming weeks. 

It was a proud moment 
for campaigners when the 
spade finally went in the 
ground after a seven-year 
battle to have the commu¬ 
nity centre built near Don¬ 
key Pool playing fields on 
Priory Road. 

The site has been empty 
since the former commu¬ 
nity buildings were knocked 
down in 2007. 

The scheme for the new 
community centre ran into 
difficulties over problems 
with funding. The project 
is expected to cost around 
£600,000. 

The venue will include a 
meeting hall, kitchen, cafe, 
changing rooms, shower fa¬ 
cilities and multi-use games 
area. It will host activities 
for children and will also be 
used for functions and pub¬ 
lic events.

Councillor Ken Finch, 
who represents the Castle 
and Priory ward, has led the 
battle to secure the commu¬ 
nity centre for the best part 
of a decade. 

He said he was delighted 
the project was coming to 
fruition ‘against all the 
odds’. 

He said: “I was down 
there last week and it is re¬ 
ally beginning to take shape. 
It is due to be finished in 
May but I am hoping it will 
be finished before then. 

“I am delighted that we 
will have a community cen¬ 
tre that people will be able 
to use for years to come. 

“Everyone is delighted 
we have achieved what the 
people of Castle and Priory 
deserve.” 

Preparations have begun 
for furnishing the commu¬ 
nity centre with tables and 
chairs donated by Dudley 
College and Dudley Council.

A MAN who strode through 
Sedgley town centre pointing 
an air rifle at people has been 
locked up for 14 months.

With his finger on the trigger he 
warned ‘you are having it,’ said Mr 
Mark Phillips, prosecuting. 

Mark Bradley, in charge of the door 
staff at the nearby Swan pub, went up 
to Hawkins with another man and dis¬ 
armed him oat 12.30am. 

The defendant was struck several 
times with the butt of the gun. 

Mr Phillips said: “Mr Bradley en¬ 
sured he no longer presented a threat 
to anybody while they waited for the 
police.” 

Harkins was taken to hospital with 
facial injuries and arrested after re¬ 
ceiving treatment. He declined to an¬ 
swer when quizzed by police but later 


told a probation officer that he armed 
himself after being refused entry to a 
pub. 

Mr Phillips added: “We had a man 
coming out with a weapon and point¬ 
ing it at somebody while having am¬ 
munition for the weapon, whether it 
was armed or not.” 

Mr Anthony Potter, defending, 
said Harkins, a full-time carer for his 
mother, was ‘ashamed and embar¬ 
rassed’ by his conduct. 

Harkins, from Glenn Road, Dudley, 
pleaded guilty to possession of an air 
rifle and knife and was jailed for 14 
months.

has now been demolished. 

Surge 

Company director Max 
Coleman said the expansion 
had been driven by a surge 
in demand for motor parts. 

He said: “We are a key 
supplier in the automotive 
industry. There will be an 
investment of £25m in this 
facility which we will look to 
have operational by the end 
of the year. 

“We are committed to 
building a high-quality fa¬ 
cility and generate jobs in 
Sandwell.” 

The plans were backed by 
members of Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
last week. 

Mr Coleman said staff 
would be employed over 
three phases, with 46 work-

ers being taken on initially 
before eventually growing to 
around 150. 

In addition to the factory, 
the proposal will see more 
that 500 sqm used for a util¬ 
ities and waste management 
area, and a 700 sqm two-sto- 
rey office building. 

Steel and Alloy Processing 
has been based in West Bro¬ 
mwich for almost 50 years. 

Although the plans were 
unanimously approved, the 
firm may be asked to work 
with the council to improve 
access to the site after road 
safety concerns were raised. 

Worries about the safety 
of the junction of Popes 
Lane and Birmingham Road 
were raised by a nearby 
business during the coun¬ 
cil’s planning meeting. 

John Wood, director of 
Liberty Industry Group, 
which is also based on Popes 
Lane, told the committee:

“It is very difficult getting 
in and out. There definitely 
needs to be some sort of 
improvement at that junc¬ 
tion.”

to thank. 

“He was always running around and 
climbing up things like the Christmas 
tree and eventually my parents de¬ 
cided no more bottles of Coke and sent 
him down the local gymnastics club. 

“I followed him even though I had 
no idea what gymnastics was. But 
after a while I realised that I could do 
things that others could not. 

“I played football when I was 
younger as well but it got to a point 
where I just had to concentrate on ath¬ 
letics.” 

Asked about school and the sacri¬ 
fices he had to make, Kristian, who 
now lives near Cannock, revealed it 
was really hard. 

He said: “I had to give up certain

foods, drinks. I would not have been 
able to do it without the support of my 
family who made a lot of sacrifices as 
well, even taking time off work some¬ 
times to take me to competitions. 

“I obviously missed a lot of school 
so I would have to catch up while I 
was away competing. But it did not 
stop me sneaking my Playstation in 
my bag and some Haribo or Maoam 
sweets. 

Supportive 

“My school were really supportive 
and allowed me to catch-up. I used to 
miss mornings because I was training 
but then sometimes I was late into 
school just because I was late - so I 
told them I was training.” 

When asked if he had to give up 
girls, he quipped: “Trying to pull a 
girlfriend when you are a teenager 


wearing a leotard is pretty difficult.” 
However, there is one thing above all 
else that he remembers as a child. 

“One thing that has always stuck 
with me is that I was told from a 
young age I was going to be too tall to 
be a gymnast,” he said. 

Kristian, who trains in Halesowen, 
was speaking at the Black Country 
Sports Awards held in Dudley, where 
he won the Sports Personality of the 
Year gong, beating local Paralympi¬ 
ans Helen Scott and Jordanne Whiley 
MBE. On the night he brought along 
his bronze medal from the London 
2012 Olympics and confessed he keeps 
it in his sock drawer. 

“I think the night was really good,” 
he said. “The importance of showcas¬ 
ing grassroots in any sport is very im¬ 
portant up to elite level because that 
is where everybody has come from.”

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More than 
100 calls 
to police 
over downs 


MORE than 100 calls were made from the 
Black Country to police over clowns in less 
than three weeks, shock figures reveal. 

From the bizarre to the serious - all kinds of 999 
calls relating to clowns were made to West Midlands 
Police from Dudley, Sandwell, Wolverhampton and 
Walsall during the run-up to Halloween. 

The force responded in most cases but no immediate ar¬ 


rests were made from any of 
the calls. The calls ranged 
from a ‘clowning sighting 
in a park’ to ‘people on a 
bus wearing clown masks’ 
to ‘threatened by clowns’. 
They took place from Octo¬ 
ber 1 to 19. There were no 
reported incidents in Sep¬ 
tember. 

In Walsall, 30 incidents 
were reported, in Sandwell 
there were 29, Dudley there 
were 23 and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton there were 19. 

A spokesman for the force 
said: “We’re not aware of 
any other recent incidents.” 

Hysteria 

The figures reflect the 
hysteria caused by the 
‘killer clown craze’ that 
spread from America. 

Childline Birmingham 
was contacted 73 times by 
children afraid of clowns in 
October. 

Nationally, the service 
was contacted 462 times, 
with 84 clown-related coun¬ 
selling sessions on one day 
alone. 

Police advised people not 
to like social media pages 
dedicated to the creepy 
clown trend in which peo¬ 
ple dress as clowns to scare 
people. 

The craze may have been 
inspired by Pennywise the 
clown, a malevolent char-

acter played by actor Tim 
Curry in the 1990 TV series 
based on the horror novel It 
by US author Stephen King. 

One of the incidents in 
the Black Country involved 
a ‘killer clown’ frightening a 
22-year-old woman in Blox- 
wich High Street. 

Shaniece Price was driv¬ 
ing when she videoed the 
man in a mask with long 
red hair running towards 
her car. 

Miss Price, who works 
in a betting shop, said she 
fled into a nearby pub but 
the clown followed her and 
stood in the doorway. 

In another incident a 
boy with a clown mask, 
approached a 14-year-old 
in Swan Lane, West Brom¬ 
wich, grabbing his arm. 

A photograph of clown 
reportedly lurking outside 
McDonald’s in Kiddermin¬ 
ster was posted on Face- 
book page Clown Sightings 
In The UK. 

The craze turned so se¬ 
rious it started impacting 
professional children’s 
entertainers. Bridgnorth- 
based Flip the clown said: 
“All this is negative public¬ 
ity that is not beneficial to 
those of us who earn a living 
working as clowns.”

THE Black Country joined the rest 
of the country in falling silent on Re¬ 
membrance Sunday in honour of the 
men and women who gave their lives 
for their country. 

Services were held across the region as thou¬ 
sands gathered around cenotaphs and memori¬ 
als to reflect on the sacrifices made during two 
worlds wars and other conflicts. 

Hundreds of people came out to pay their re¬ 
spects and join the two minute silences held at 
11am. 

More than 3,000 people turned out in Dudley 


town centre to honour the fallen on Remem¬ 
brance Sunday. A parade marched through the 
streets of the town centre, arriving at the Cen¬ 
otaph in time for the two minutes’ silence at 
11am. 

Mayor of Dudley Councillor Mohammed Hanif 
led the laying of wreaths on behalf of organisa¬ 
tions and private individuals at the Cenotaph. 

Several other services were also held across 
the borough, including at Mary Stevens Park in 
Stourbridge where a large crowd gathered at the 
war memorial. 

The annual parade was held in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton as The Band of the Mercian Regiment

marched through the city centre towards St Pe¬ 
ter’s Church where an outdoor Drumhead ser¬ 
vice, the traditional form for a religious service 
attended by troops in the field, was held. 

A large crowd attended at Mary Stevens Park 
in Stourbridge for a service at the war memorial. 

Other Remembrance events were held in the 
Dudley borough, including at St James’ Church 
in Gornal and St Peter’s Church in Cradley.

A large 
crowd was at Tipton’s Victoria Park to join the 
proceedings around the war memorial.

Thief strikes as woman 
kneels at veteran's grave 


A THIEF stole a grandmoth¬ 
er’s handbag as she laid pop¬ 
pies at the grave of her war 
veteran father on Remem¬ 
brance Day. 

The callous crook seized an op¬ 
portunity to strike, snatching the 
bag from the passenger footwell of 
Rita Herrington’s car as she knelt 
at the grave just a few yards away. 

Her husband Terry attempted to 
give chase after noticing the Michael 
Kors bag had been stolen but tripped 
and hit his face on the ground, cutting 
his nose and hands. 

The elderly couple, from Swindon, 
near Wall Heath, were left shaken 
after the incident at about 3pm on Fri¬ 
day. The grandparents had parked at 
Dudley Cemetery so Mrs Herrington, 
75, could put a Remembrance Cross 
and poppies on the grave of her father 
Fred Russon, who fought in the First 
World War. He survived the war and 
died at the age of 69. 

Running 

Their Vauxhall Meriva had been left 
unlocked as they had not seen anybody 
around and were only stopping for a 
few minutes. But within minutes Mr 
Herrington, 79, turned to see a man, 
thought to be aged in his late teens or 
early 20s, running off with the bag to¬ 
wards a dark blue car. 

The bag contained bank cards, a 
small amount of change and photo¬ 
graphs of the couple’s daughters. 

Mr Herrington said: “We’re nor¬ 
mally very careful but there was no¬ 
body in the graveyard. I happened to 
turn and saw this figure grabbing my 
wife’s bag. I ran after him but tripped. 
Once I had fallen they had gone.” 

Mr Herrington, an engineer for al¬ 
most 50 years at Smiths Aerospace in 
Wolverhampton, said he was disgusted 
that someone could target a cemetery, 
particularly on Remembrance Day.

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Glorious 
sunshine 
and sights 
in Cyprus 

MY ‘Cyprus’ board on Pinterest was bulging with 
beautiful images weeks before we travelled. 

Crystal blue waters, golden sands, quiet beaches 
and a little white church just metres from the beach 
glistening in the sunlight were among them. It looked 
perfect. When we arrived at Kalamies beach in Pernera 
on our first day, we were met with the exact scene I’d 
been obsessively collecting for weeks. 

Even better, our villa was just a five-minute stroll 
away. We cracked open the 
first of many bottles of Keo 
at a beachside restaurant and 
took in the view. 

Beautiful golden sands, 
year-round sunshine and de¬ 
licious, fresh cuisine make 
Cyprus a magnet for holiday¬ 
makers. It’s a manageable 
four-and-a-half hour flight 
from Birmingham Airport, 
and flying that bit closer to 
the equator in June meant 
we were guaranteed sunshine 

- even though at 35C (95F) it 
was a bit stifling at times. 

Pernera is a small, pretty 
little harbour town on the edge of Protaras, a pur¬ 
pose-built resort on the southeastern coast. We were 
staying in a three-bedroom villa called Crystal Lagoon. 

It was the first foreign holiday with our young son, 
and we hoped a villa would give us space and flexibility, 
while being close to all the amenities we needed. 

With three bathrooms and a large open plan living, 
dining and kitchen area, it was a great base. We’re not 
recluses, but we like to do our own thing and have our 
own space, so the flexibility of a house worked better 
for us than a hotel. 

One luxury was our own private pool surrounded by 
lush gardens - and thanks to the baking hot tempera¬ 
tures, it was a daily joy to jump into and cool off. Our 
13-month-old loved it too. 

The villa was on a quiet cul-de-sac but minutes away 
from shops, restaurants and bars. Three supermarkets 
are within a two-minute walk, while Farkonas pool bar 

- five minutes’ away - serves great value meals and 
rather strong cocktails in a pristine setting with a huge 
pool and free sunbeds for customers. 

Our favourite place, however, became Kalamies res¬ 
taurant at the bottom of the road. Set right on the edge 
of the beach serving traditional Greek food, we couldn’t 
find a better located place to eat, with the views simply 
breathtaking. 

The bright white walls of 
tiny Agios Nikolaos church 
set against the cloudless sky 
and the Mediterranean is a 
sight we won’t forget in a 
while. 

Busier and more bus¬ 
tling Protaras is a leisurely 
30-minute walk along a rela¬ 
tively new promenade which 
winds its way along the coast¬ 
line. We walked it twice, the 
second time at sunset being 
the most rewarding. 

There are dozens of bars 
and open-air restaurants 
in the town. During the day, Fig Tree Bay is one of 
Protaras’ main attractions, but we found it too busy 
and couldn’t wait to head back to the quieter sands 
in Pernera. One of our favourite things to do became 
going to the beach at 5pm, when it was still warm but 
the sun was going down and all the local families came 
out to play. 

If 24-hour partying’s your bag, Ayia Napa is a 
15-minute drive away. Boat trips go daily from Pern- 
era’s Golden Coast Harbour to Cape Greco, a collection 
of sea caves surrounded by crystal clear water, and the 
ghost town of Famagusta. Once one of the island’s most 
glamorous resorts, it has been abandoned for more 
than 40 years after being invaded by Turkish forces. 

The sight of desolate blocks of hotels, apartments, 
shops and homes was in startling contrast to the thriv¬ 
ing coastline we’d enjoyed. 

A short drive away are the villages of Sotira and Li- 
opetri, offering a more authentic Cypriot experience. 
We didn’t hire a car but if we went again we definitely 
would - left-hand driving and good roads making it a 
much less scary experience for novice holiday drivers 
like me and my wife. 

We visited a great restaurant in Sotira, recommended 
to us by a Coventry ex-pat we met on the plane, who is 
now living in Larnaca. The staff at Paneri Tavern were 
so welcoming. 

We weren’t expecting a relaxing holiday with a one- 
year-old in tow, but thanks to a fabulous and well- 
equipped villa, in a friendly, beautiful picture-postcard 
town, we came away after seven days feeling the most 
rested we’d been since becoming parents. And what a 
bold statement that is.

CHRISTMAS shopping trips to 
European cities have become a 
popular pastime in recent years 
and, as preparations get under¬ 
way for the festive Advent mar¬ 
kets, the latest Post Office Trav¬ 
el Money City Costs Barometer 
suggests that cities in Eastern 
Europe will be a smart choice for 
bargain-hunters this autumn. 

The temperature may be low but 
so are prices, while the atmosphere is 
decidedly hot. And, based on my own 
experience, there is no doubt that Es¬ 
tonian capital Tallinn fits that descrip¬ 
tion perfectly. 

There is nothing quite like a dusting of 
snow to get you in the mood for Christmas 
and that is exactly what we found on arriv¬ 
ing in Tallinn for our shopping break. Soar¬ 
ing spires, turrets and towers, and winding 
cobbled streets are a romantic sight at the 
best of times but, cloaked in a covering of 
snow, this old medieval city becomes almost 
impossibly so. Even with snow underfoot 
you can walk from one side of the old town 
to the other in less than half an hour so it 
is a great place to explore without the need 
for any transport - but pack sensible shoes. 

From our hotel base by the 14th century 
Epping Tower, it was a 10-minute stroll 
into the city’s Town Hall Square, which 
hosts the 60-or so wooden Christmas Mar¬ 
ket stalls. The market is a jolly affair on a 
much smaller scale than many other Eu¬ 
ropean ones but with the benefit of more 
local arts and crafts and fewer baubles. We 
saw expertly-crafted wooden toys, designer 
ceramics, patchwork quilts and lashings of 
mulled wine and gingerbread. 

We picked up a beautiful pair of juniper 
wood salad servers for €10 (around £9.25) 
which were identical to the ones we bought 
for more than twice that price in New Eng¬ 
land a couple of years ago. So we bought two 
sets! 

The little streets - mostly cobbled - lead¬ 
ing from Town Hall Square are also treas-

ure troves for local arts and crafts. The best 
examples are the artisan shops, galleries 
and workshops along St. Catherine’s Pas¬ 
sage and in Master’s Court. We did all our 
Christmas shopping at a fraction of the 
cost in smart UK shops and found exqui¬ 
site leather notebooks (Tallinn is world-fa¬ 
mous for its leather work), sleek ceramics, 
hand-painted silk scarves and stylish metal 
jewellery. The Post Office survey is right - 
Tallinn is great value because our shopping 
haul cost less than £150 and we had gifts for 
all the family to show for it. 

On the lane leading up to the on¬ 
ion-domed Alexander Nevsky Cathedral 
on Toompea Hill are galleries showing the 
most exclusive locally-made gifts - wall 
high silk hangings, artwork fashioned from 
felt and endless elaborately-knitted scares, 
gilets and gloves. Excellent for special pre¬ 
sents, we looked longingly but they were 
beyond our budget. 

Not so the food in Tallinn’s restaurants 
which is really good value and surpris¬ 
ingly varied. We didn’t have a single poor 
meal during our three-day stay in Tal¬ 
linn and never came close to busting our 
budget. Even the fillet steak and rack of 
lamb served up in one of the smartest res¬ 
taurants - D.O.M. on Town Hall Square 
- came in at under £40 including a bottle 
of wine.There’s plenty of sightseeing at 
sensible prices for culture vultures too and 
€42 (around £38.50) will get you a 48 hour 
Tallinn Card, which includes free entry to 
40 museums and other attractions, a city 
sightseeing tour and free public transport. 
Start on Toompea Hill where the trio of 
must-sees comprises the Russian Orthodox 
cathedral, the rather older 13th century St 
Mary’s Cathedral and the elegant Estonian 
Parliament building. 

Or you may prefer to soak in the sights 
of the old town, punctuated with comfort 
breaks to sample Tallinn’s much-admired 
craft beers!

Phantom of Love 
goes to auction 


IT is one of the most famous 
Rolls-Royce cars ever creat¬ 
ed - and it was designed and 
made in Wolverhampton. 

Inspired by an 18th century 
royal sedan chair, it features stun¬ 
ning tapestry, concealed seats and 
its very own drinks cabinet. 

Affectionately known as The Phan¬ 
tom of Love, it is expected to fetch up 
to £700,000 when it goes under the 
hammer in London next month. 

But the story behind the 1926 Phan¬ 
tom I is very much centred on Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

It was built for American business¬ 
man Clarence Gasque as a gift for his 
wife Maude, a Woolworth’s heiress, 
who had a passion for French 18th 
century history and design. 

Inspired 

As such Gasque wanted it to have a 
French theme but he left the entire de¬ 
sign to Wolverhampton-based coach- 
builders, Charles Clark and Sons. 

With no limit on budget, the firm’s 
owner, John Barnett, set about his 
task and was inspired by using a Marie 
Antoinette sedan chair he had come 
across at the Victoria and Albert Mu¬ 
seum as a model. 

The result was an unrivalled piece of 
decadence more resembling the throne 
room at Versailles than the inside of 
a car. Naked cherubs feature promi¬ 
nently in the exotic interior, appearing 
in painted scenes on the ceiling and as 
lighting supports at the rear corners. 

On delivery, the Rolls-Royce cost 
£6,500, of which £4,500 had been 
spent on the interior. At the time £500 
could have bought a house. 

It is being sold by Bonhams auc¬ 
tioneers at their Bond Street sale on 
December 4. Bonhams’ Senior Motor 
Car Specialist, Rob Hubbard, said: 
“Extensively illustrated and described

The lavish car recently caught the 
eye of petrolhead and former Top Gear 
host Chris Evans who was allowed a 
test drive. 

Afterwards, he said: “First to second 
was continuously sticky, but with sec¬ 
ond to third much smoother and heaps 
of torque available from the huge 7.7- 
litre engine, we quickly began to get a 
better understanding of each other.”

Poundland home is 
a cut price at f 5 . 25 m 


THE founder of Poundland is selling his 
mansion for a cut price £5.25 million. Busi¬ 
nessman Steve Smith, originally from Por- 
tobello, Willenhall, put Hammer Hill House 
on the market for £6.5 million in 2014. 

The price dropped to £5.75m last year. 
Now the house, which has 28.2 acres of 
land, including four paddocks, is at £5.25m. 
Mr Smith bought the property for around 
£2.2m 11 years ago. 

He set up discount chain Poundland in 
1990, and there are now 500 UK stores. He 
sold his share in the business in 2002, mak¬ 
ing himself a £50 million fortune, which 
helped him buy Hammer Hill House. 

The property was originally designed by 
Sir Bertram Clough Williams-Ellis, who cre¬ 
ated the Italianate village of Portmeirion in 
North Wales. It has 13 bedrooms, an indoor 
swimming pool, snooker room, and nearly 
30 acres of countryside. It also has two 
three-bedroom gate houses and a helipad.

Of course for the non-golfer there are so 
many other facilities, a swimming pool with slides 
and flumes, tennis, petanque, children’s facilities 
and entertainment and a restaurant and bar over¬ 
looking the pool where we enjoyed live music. 

Class 

Castels sites seem to have that extra touch of 
class. This historic site with its beautiful grounds 
and orangerie which is regularly used for wedding 
is outstanding. Just to walk round the gardens 
is enchanting. We did that on our first afternoon 
there and gatecrashed a wedding with the marquee 
down by the river - a lovely setting. 

The weather was a little mixed at first but soon 
brightened up. The mornings there are often cooler 
so are ideal for sightseeing, relaxing by the pool or 
on the golf course later in the day. 

The site is near so many lovely places to visit. 
Quimper itself - it is possible to walk in from the 


site in about 30 minutes - with its amazing cathe¬ 
dral; Concarneau and BegMeil, a lovely little beach 
resort; and lots of towns with great markets, like 
Benodet and Port L’Abbe, where there are craft 
products on sale, some quite expensive, but there 
are bargains to be had. Also close by is Locronan, 
one of the most beautiful villages in France.

Skoda's City slicker does the business 



There is enough space in the rear for two adults The Citigo has a solid, well-appointed cabin that promises a well-appointed driving experience

Get behind the wheel of Skoda Citigo and 
you’ve a solid, well appointed cabin that 
promises a solid, well appointed driving 
experience. 

Already, you sense, there’s a depth of design 
here missing from this car’s French, Korean 
and Japanese rivals. Most of these feature 
three cylinder 1.0-litre engines that are busily 
revvy at best and downright noisy at worst. 

A configuration shared here, but delivered 
with a bit more finesse. Fire the engine and a 
more refined thrum filters out from beneath 
the bonnet ahead. Not refined enough, it must 
be said, to quite let you forget the cylindrical 
imbalance under the bonnet. But then the 
characteristic offbeat rasp isn’t unpleasant 
and rather suits this design’s rather offbeat 
charisma. 

You’ll certainly be hearing plenty of it if 
rapid progress is needed, for without a 
turbocharger to boost torque, this one needs 
to be revved quite a bit, peak power not 
arriving until 6,000rpm, only 600rpm shy of 
the red line. And if you’re wondering quite 
how much power we’re talking about, the 
answer is not a great deal in the mainstream 
1.0-litre variants we’re focusing on here, cars 
offering a choice of either 60 or 75PS outputs, 
with an identical 95Nm of torque either way. 
Most will be content with the base version, 
capable as it is of sixty in 14.4s on the way 
to 99mph, quite enough to keep up with the 
traffic. The performance gains offered by the 
75PS variant seem relatively slight (0-60mph 
in 13.2s on the way to 107mph) but the unit is 
a little more refined. 

The styling looks quite smart but forget 
the aesthetics: two statistics sum up the 
real thinking behind this design. A length 
of around 3.5-metres yet a wheelbase that 
takes up nearly 2.5-metres of that. Which is 


why, though a Citigo is no longer than a Fiat 
500, it offers far more room inside, space 
in fact for the four fully-sized adults who 
could never comfortably fit in the apparently 
space-efficient Italian car. Both three and five- 
door models offer the same amount of rear 
passenger space of a standard impressive 
in this segment and helped for taller folk by 
the way it’s possible to easily tuck your feet 
beneath the seat ahead. Equipment-wise, 
the entry-level ‘S’ variant doesn’t come with 
very much at all other than the real basics: 


you even have to pay extra for a spare wheel. 
You do though, get an MP3-compatible CD 
stereo with an AUX-in socket, body-coloured 
bumpers, daytime running lights and a 12V 
powerpoint. 

Thanks in part to a low kerb weight of only 
around 850kg, even the least efficient entry- 
level 60PS models will return a combined fuel 
economy figure of 62.8mpg, with emissions 
pegged at 108g/km. Figures you can improve 
to 64.2mpg and 103g/km by opting for the 
efficient ASG automatic gearbox, at just 30kgs 


in weight, one of the lightest auto gearboxes 
ever made. Those looking for better economy 
still in their 1.0-litre 60PS Citigo will be drawn 
inexorably to the ‘GreenTech’ model which 
features low rolling resistance tyres, a battery 
regeneration system and a stop start system 
that cuts the engine when you don’t need it in 
traffic or at the lights. As a result, it can return 
an impressive 68.9mpg on the combined 
cycle and emit just 96g/km of carbon dioxide. 

Go for the slightly pokier 75PS variant and 
there’s hardly any penalty at the pumps. 


Unlike SEAT and Volkswagen, Skoda includes 
its efficiency package (with start/stop etc 
as standard with this engine, so the returns 
achieved - 67.3mpg on the combined cycle 
and 98g/km £8,275- are substantially better 
than the 75PS SEAT Mii or Volkswagen 
up! models you’d get for the same or more 
money. Whether you opt for your Citigo with 
60 or 75PS, the benefits of the efficiency 
package are important given that they take 
this car below the lOOg/km barrier, making it 
completely free from congestion charges.

The often overlooked Suzuki S-Cross was among 
the early players in the now burgeoning compact 
crossover sector. 

In spite of competitive pricing and a high degree of 
competence, what it perhaps lacked was the chunky 
looks demanded by those who have sent SUV sales 
soaring by 27 per cent this year. The car was too car¬ 
like for that. 

But that’s all changed, with a heavily revamped 
model which offers more room, a range of new hi- 
tech and efficient engines and importantly perhaps 
- if first impressions do count - the stronger, bolder 
looks of a full-blown SUV. 

The S-Cross now comes with two small and 
economical (but still punchy) turbocharged petrol 
engines: a 1.0 litre version from the new Baleno 
and the 1.4 from the acclaimed new Vitara S. The 
revamped 1.6 turbo diesel is more familiar, but now 
offers lower fuel consumption and C02 emissions. 

Unlike many of its rivals, all versions are available 
with Suzuki’s proven ALLGRIP four wheel drive on 
demand system. 

Prices range from £14,999 for a two-wheel drive 
with the 1.0 Boosterjet engine, rising to £24,349 
flagship model with 1.6 turbo diesel and four wheel 
drive. A six-speed twin clutch auto is an option with 
both petrol engines. 

The new S-Cross is much more distinctively styled, 
with a bolder new grille, clam sheel bonnet, broader 
‘shoulders’ and new LED lights. It also has greater 
ground clearance. 

Inside, it has been upgraded with some softer, 
more expensive-looking materials and a lot of 
new technology, including the central information/ 
control screen. The cabin has plenty of room for five 
adults. Leg and headroom in the back is particularly 
generous for this class, with a roomy 430 litre boot 
(875 litres with the rear seatbacks folded down). The 
seating position is high, one of the attractions of an 
SUV. It means easier access, and great visibility. 

A major attraction is that you can have a smooth, 
comfortable car with 4x4 capability that is still 
economical to run and environmentally friendly. 

That’s thanks to the combination of new engines 
and Suzuki’s ALLGRIP 4x4 system, both geared to 
efficiency and fuel saving. 

Impressed 

I must admit that, although I was mightily impressed 
by the 1.0 Boosterjet engine in the Baleno I did 
wonder how such a small, three cylinder engine 
would cope with a heavier 4x4. The answer is 
perfectly, confirming my high opinion of it in the 
Baleno. The figures are some illustration: 0 to 62mph 
in 11 seconds, an official 56.4mpg average and a low 
113g/km of C02, but that’s only part of the story. 

The small, turbocharged petrol engine is becoming 
increasingly popular with manufacturers and drivers. 
It has the economy advantage of a small engine 
under light throttle, but put your foot down and you 
have the added oomph from the blower. 

The Boosterjet produces HObhp and 170Nm of 
torque. Compare that to a current, normally aspirated 
1.0 litre engine from a major manufacturer - 60bhp 
and 95Nm. 

The torque figure is, if anything, more important 
than bhp. It mean the Boosterjet, and consequently 
the S-Cross, is responsive and flexible from low revs 
and it drives particularly smoothly and quietly without 
the noise and need for constant gearchanges we 
experience in a more traditional engine. 

The 1.4 Boosterjet, of course, has more of 
everything. 140PS, 220Nm, a 0 to 62mph sprint time 
of 10.2 seconds and yet still manages better than 
50mpg economy and C02 emissions of 127g/km. It 
is both more powerful and more economical than the 
old 1.6 petrol engine it replaces. 

The 1.6 turbo diesel version of the S-Cross, with a 
special business-user specification, the SZ-T. With 
120bhp and 320NM of torque can average almost 
69mpg and the lowest C02 rating of the range - 
106g/km - making it one of the most tax-efficient 
SUVs around. 

All models come with seven airbags and an 
electronic stability system, and have a five star 
EuroNCAP safety rating.

“I hadn’t run out for quite a while but I didn’t 
require too much encouragement when the Re¬ 
turn to Rugby sessions started, ”he said. 

Dickie ended up being asked to play for the 
club’s Grasshoppers side in the back row against 
Wolverhampton in a match that also featured 
his two sons, watched by their grandfather, 
John Jeavons-Fellows, a former player, coach 
and chairman of Stourbridge as well as an RFU 
Council member and IRB representative. 

And, in a game that Stourbridge won, all three 
family members scored tries. 

“It was brilliant to play alongside him but also 
quite surreal,” said Alfie, Stourbridge Colts cap¬ 
tain, who played at scrum half.
